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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The entire argument filed by applicant relates to 
known COX-2 inhibitors while the instant invention relates to prodrugs of COX-2 inhibitors. There is no evidence in the specification that 
the claimed prodrugs meet the 3 requirements for any compound to be deemed a prodrug, i.e. 1) they are biologically inactive, 2) they are 
metabolized to COX-2 inhibitors in a human at a rate and to an extent to produce COX-2 inhibitors at a physiologically meaningful 
concentration and 3) that the metabolic products are the known COX-2 inhibitors. Otherwise, the invention is merely a speculation. 
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
